REMOVAL. 



During these days when the subjet t of re- 
taliation is under discussion in the Senate 
of the United States, it is weil totakesome 
note of recent rebel barbarities. We ob- 
serve that some of our most patriotic Sena- 
tors are averse to a resort to retaliation in 
kind. We appreciate the feeling, and c an 
understand how repuguant it is to tho feel- 
ings of an enlightened christian people. 
Bat we don't see how it can be avoided. The 
necessities of the case seem to us to make 
it imperative. Tho sufferings of our brave 
soldiers cry aloud to us. They have risked 
their all; have given up comfortable home*; 
left their families, tho r friends, and taken 
their lives in their hands to do service for 
their country, and simple justice now 
calls for their protection at every hazard. 

The nation for ■ long time was loth to be- 
lieve it possible that a people calling itself 
christian could, systematically, at this age 
of the world, resort to practices character- 
istic only of the most savage tribes. But 
tho evidence is too strong to be gainsaid 
or doubted. A recent case in point is be- 
fore us. 

It will be rememberid that after the battlo 
at Nashville, and when our troops were in 
pursuit of Hood's army, a paragraph ap- 
peared in the papers stating that threo of 
Corner Maio and Tt nth nnd Main and Eleventh our officers, Captain Kitch and Lieutenants 

I ooke and Peulield, were captured by Cap- 
tain Harry, commanding a company of 
. r Forrest's scout?, and while taking them 
into Hood's lines, deliberately shot them. 
I'll | two Lieutenants were killed outright, 
■ and the Captain was left for dead, but sub- 
sequently recovered and made his escape. 

The Captain has recently published a 
letter giving an account of the affair, from 
which it appeurs that after they were cap- 
tured they wero deliberately robbed of their 
clothing and every article of value they had 
about them, and after some delay were sent 
under a guard of four men to report, as 
they wero told, to <;onerai Forrest's head- 
quarters. As they were marching along 
through a wooded ravine the soldier in ad- 
vance halted, partially turned his horse, 
and as Captain Fitch came up drew his re- 
volver, and, without saying a word, tired 
on him. The ball struck him on the head 
and knocked him senseless to tho ground. 
He soon recovered, but lay perfectly quiet, 
knowing that his only hope was in making 
th«m believe that he was dead. Presently 
he heard two carbine shots, and then all 
w:ii still. 

After some time he staggered to his feet 
and made his way to a house near by. Not 
long afterward a colored boy came along 
aud reported that tho other two officers 
wero dead, having been shot through the 
head. Tho next day, as he was lying in the j 
house, one of Forrest's men came along in I 
search of him, saying that he had come to I 
kill him. Tho man of the house said that j 
was unnecessary, as he couldn't survire i 
longer than morning. The soldier then left, i 
saying if he wasn't dead by morning he 
would kill him. He was then removed to I 
another house, and so kept moving from 
house to house until our army took posses- 
sion of Columbia, whon ho w as brought 
into our lines. 

It will not do now Id say that this was an 
exceptional case— it is but one of a thousand, 
and in perfect keeping with tho course MM*. 
'iii-'d by the rebel authorities toward their 
'•aptives. 

As a proof that this malignant, fiendish 
cruelty has entire control of tho rebel rulers 
and governs their whole conduct, wo quote 
the words of the celebrated Stonewall 
Jackson as to what ought to be done with 
captured prisoners. A Reverend Profes- 
sor and Doctor of Divinity, of Richmond, 
has recently published in London a lifo of 
Lieutenant (Jeneral Jackson, and in this 
biography he tells us that Stonewall Jack- 
sou was one of those who tried to unite 
"the Christian people" North and South in 
an effort to stop the war, and having failed 
in this, maintained that it was the "true 
policy to take no prisoner*, a* the tear wav 
tin offense against humanity so monstrous 
that it outlawed those who shared its ynilt 
oeyond the pale of forbearance." 

Now this man is claimed by his friends — 
and we know not but the claim has been 
generally admitted — to be a person of fer- 
vent piety and upright Christian charac- 
ter, and who yet recommends a return at 
once to the practices of the most savage na- 
tions of antiquity. What then can we ex- 
pect from the rebel rulers in general, the 
great mass of whom make no pretension 
whatever to Christian piety? 

When the world comes to know, as it will 
in time, tho character of these men it will 
justify any harsh measures we may be 
compelled to take in order to preserve '.he 
Uvea of our soldiers.

A few advanced copies of tho Report of 
the Coiumi-sioner of Internal IWvwIMM 
have been issued. It is a document num- 
bering two hundred and ninety-live pssgN, 
closely tilled with statistical matter, show- 
ing the receipts of revenue derived from all 
sources from the 1st of September, 18t!2, to 
tha BOth of June, 18ti4. The amount of tax 
collected from individual itMromiT articles 
Of manufacture and production, dividends 
of banks and other corporate assoc ia- 
tions, salaries of I'nite.i States officers, li- 
cense-? forditVerent|occupations and places of 
business, and various other sources ar» at t 
forth in compact tables. These tables are 
BO systematized that the total amount of tax 
collected in each Congressional district is 
shown at a glance. 

As will be seen by the extracts, wlii.'h we 
copy below, the receipts for the fiscal year 
ending June 3u, 1m34, are nearly thro tum s 
as great as those derived from the same 
sources during the ten months ending June 
30, ls«'.3. This is due to thecorrcctions made 
in the original law, and also to the more 
thorough mode inaugurated of colh eting 
the' revenue. Time soon displayed the de- 
ft, ienies of the old law, and it was super- 
seded bv the act which went into ofleet Ju- 
ly L IBM. 

The present act is an excellent one, and is 
productive of an immense amount of rev- 
enue, yet there is a great deal of room for 
improvement, which is now engaging the 
attention of Congress. The receipts from 

all sources for the month of January, l v o.">, 
received at tho office of Coinmi'ssioner 
Lewis up to the 2uth inst., amounted toover 
twenty-three millions, or more than a mil- 
lion per day.

the same time there has been a decrease in 
Exports of Specie of 8 1 0,1 79,660. 

From July 1st, 1863, to January 14th 
1188, the Imports of Foreign Merchandise 
were over twenty millions dollars in excess 
of the Mat ports of Domestic Produce and 
Merchandise, the balance having to be met 
with gold. During the corresponding j>e- 
riod for 1864-5, the Exports of Produce and 
Goods were more than forty-seven million 
dollars in excess of the Imports.

The Ferry Monopoly Again. 

in an article in our paper a few days 
ago, headed "The Perry Monopoly," we ex- 
pressed the universal feeling of th« people 
on both aides of the river, that the ferry ac- 
commodations between this city and Jeffer- 
I eonville were wholly inadequate, and stated 
' that a new company had l>een formed for 
the es ablishment of another ferry, and 
only needed the necessary authority on this 
side of the river to proceed with the enter- 
prise. At the same time we referred to an 
effort being made at Frankfort to have the 
power of grautiug a license to this new 
company, or to any other, transferred from 
the County Court, in which it is now rested, 
to the City Council of Louisville. 

To vote intelligibly In this matter when 
it comes up, the members of the Legislature 
should understand why the company which 
now enjoy a monopoly of the waters here 
are interested in having this power to grant 
or withhold a license to any new company 
taken from the County Court, and given to 
the < 'ity Council. The real reason is not 
perhaps stated in their petition. About two 
years ago the City Council granted to the 
old company the exclusive right of ferriage 
across the river, in front of the city, for ten 
sjMMsa It was soon afterwards discovered 
that Council had no power over the subject 
at all, but that the authority to grant such a 
license rested with the County Court. 
Now, it is hoped by the old compauy, that 
if this power should be transferred to the 
City Council, even if the action of that 
body two years ago will not be held valid 
and good, the fact of having once granted 
the exclusive right to them, will have great 
in rlu u nce in securing them in their monop- 
oly. I'nless these men had very good rea- 
son to think that the chances were good of 
their obtaining a new lease in their mo- 
nopoly by the transfer of this power to the 
C.ty Council, it is not at all likely they 
would make su< h efforts as they are now 
making, to have the transfer accomplished. 

We understand that the committee, to 
which the subject was referred in the Legis- 
lature, will report to-day, and against the 
passage of the act in which the old compa- 
ny are so deeply interested; and we trust that 
members of the Legislature will bear the 
facts above stated in niind when the sub- 
ject comes up for final action. 

The j>etition for a new ferry has been 
signed by nearly every busine ss firm in the 
city, and by hundreds of others who are no 
less interested in and feel the necessity 
of the establishment of another ferry. 
A petition by the old ferry company has 
also been circulated in the city for signa- 
tures, and will be presented to the Legisla- 
ture; and that the members of the Legisla- 



istration is marked by justice, firmness, 
conciliation and generosity. Every faithful 
and honorable medical officer is his friend.
